True, all of this wonderful record was not made with 
“The Spirit of St. Louin.’’ but the really outstanding feats 
of It, the feats which brought him undying fame, were, 
and there is a further record made by the two -th a t of 
accomplishing every great feat they attempted, reaching 
their destination, landing safely and, save in the case 
of the arrival In M exico 'Tty a couple of hours behind 
the figured schedule, on time.

Youthful Discernment 


While high school and collegiate commencements ar** 
not too far away, pictures and so on revealing the most 
popular, most beautiful, handsomest, and so on, includ­ 
ing all the other superlatives In the classes of 1628, be 
gin to pop Into the newspapers with monotonous regu­ 
larity. 
Men and women out of school, if they read those lists 
at all, scan them with an amused tolerance-b o y s and 
girls will be boys and girls, and all that sort of thing. 
But occasionally one pets a startling glimpse of modern 
philosophy, of present day methods of reasoning, and of 
youthful discernment. 
At Columbia recently the results of a series of ques­ 
tions were published. 
A youth named William Madden 
had “done most for Columbia,’’ was tho "most typical 
Columbia man," "hest athlete,’’ "best all around man,” 
“best natured man" and th*1 most unselfish.’’ 
Another fellow, one George 
Hammond, 
had “done 
Columbia the most," was the ‘ best politician,’’ but, and 
here comes the catch, Hammond was the man “most 
likely to succeed.’’ 
Being an “all-around m an” didn’t 
rn tter. 
Good nature, skill In athletics, unselfishness— 
all these characteristics of Madden are apparently not 
to weigh In the balance of the future. 
The man who had done Columbia the most,” not the 
one who "had done the most for Columbia," had In un­ 
dergraduate opinion the best chance of finding his brow 
crowned with the m ythical laurels of fame in tho future. 
However, the “oldster," who would Incline toward 
cynicism as a result of reading this callous prophecy, 
should be encouraged by the mere fact that Madden's 
qualities were recognized at all. 
At any rate, the "man 
most likely to succeed" and the "most typical Colum­ 
bia man" were not one and the same. 
Not that a Co­ 
lumbia man couldn't be successful. 
Simply that the 
Judgment of the campus refused to turn away from 
consideration of ideals. 
Ten or a score of years from now it would be In­ 
structive to know what had become of Madden and

An Ounce of Prevention Is Worth A Pound of Cure.

It is a sad com m entary on our care 
of children th a t at least one-third of 
them are underweight and undernour­ 
ished. No m atter w here we go, wheth­ 
er to Fifth Avenue in New York or to 
the slums of the cities, we find the 
same percentage of undeveloped chil­ 
dren. 
I can endure the sufferings of grown 
people wiih a fair degree of calmness. 
But w hen I witness the discomfort 
and lack of norm al growth of little 
children I am deeply stirred. 
The serious part of th is kind of un­ 
dernourishm ent is th at its effects run 
on into adult life. Unfitness in grown­ 
ups is frequently the result of malnu­ 
trition in infancy. 
There are tw o chief causes for un­ 
dernourishment.
